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"pHE  interests  of  THE  YORKSHIRE  MUSEUM  are  primarily 
devoted  to  Natural  History  and  Archaeology.  Its  line 
collections  cater  not  only  for  the  general  pubhc,  but  also  for  specialist 
students  in  these  two  branches  of  cultural  activity. 

The  Keeper  would  be  interested  to  hear  at  all  times  of  collections, 
large  or  small,  which  other  institutions  or  private  persons  may 
have  for  disposal,  and  which  could  be  used  to  extend  the  educational 
facilities  already  afforded  the  archaeologist,  systematist  and 
biologist  at  THE  YORKSHIRE  MUSEUM.

FOR  1955. 


Some  progress  can  be  reported  during  1955.  \\"ork  has  been  continued 
on  the  Prehistoric  Room,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  ready  for  opening  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting.  In  addition,  our  Anglo-Saxon  and  Danish  finds  have 
been  rearranged  and  relabelled.  Most  of  the  Trentholme  Drive  potter}*  has 
now  been  restored,  and  conservation  and  restoration  of  other  parts  of  the 
archaeological  collections  have  continued.  The  natural  history  collections, 
however,  still  lack  a  curator  and  a  technical  assistant,  and  until  they  can  be 
provided  all  that  can  be  done  is  to  keep  the  cases  charged  with  chemicals  and 
hope  that  mites,  moths,  mould,  mildew,  fungus  and  rot  have  miraculously 
ceased  to  exist. 

During  the  year  a  temporary  exhibition  of  the  hnds  from  Trentholme  Drive 
has  been  arranged  in  the  Central  Hall  and  has  been  visited  by  a  large  number. 

Acquisitions  include  a  hue  fourteenth  century  scabbard  and  a  Viking  pin 
from  Market  Street  presented  by  Dr.  S.  V.  Hart;  a  bronze  Roman  scent  phial 
from  Gillamoor  presented  by  Miss  J.  Robertson;  two  bronze  palstaves  found 
at  Ripon,  from  the  Winchester  Museum ;  two  bronze  spearheads  from  IMalham- 
dale  presented  by  Mrs.  V.  A.  Preston,  and  a  hne  collection  of  ^Mediaeval  pottery 
from  Huttons  Ambo  presented  by  the  Ministry  of  Works.  The  coin  collection  has 
been  enriched  by  a  seventeenth  century  York  token  presented  by  Master 
Barry  Newcombe,  and  a  very  rare  silver  York  penny  of  Athelstan  purchased 
at  the  Lockett  sale  and  formerly  in  the  Martin  and  Rashleigh  collections. 

Finds  from  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  include  three  Roman  brooches  and  a  hne 
Dark  Ages  bronze  buckle. 

The  Society’s  portrait  by  William  Etty  of  James  Atkinson  was  loaned 
during  the  year  to  the  Arts  Council  for  their  exhibition  of  William  Etty’s 
works  in  London. 

Distinguished  visitors  to  the  collections  have  included  the  late  Dr.  Sherwood 
Taylor,  Director  of  the  Science  Museum,  London;  Dr.  Wallis,  President  of 
the  Museums  Association;  Professor  Lebus,  Denkmal  Konservator  of  Austria; 
the  Prince  of  Seyn- Wittgenstein,  Denkmal  Konservator  of  Hesse;  ]\Ir.  B. 
Proudfoot,  of  the  Queen’s  University,  Belfast;  Professor  Le  Patourel,  of  Leeds 
University;  Dr.  Donald  Towner,  the  Secretar}*  of  the  English  Ceramic  Circle; 
Mr.  G.  C.  Dunning;  Mr.  Hamilton  and  Mr.  Hurst,  of  the  Inspectorate  of  Ancient 
Monuments,  Ministry  of  Works;  and  Mr.  Aubrey  Topping,  the  York  Herald. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  153  school  parties  and  the  Keeper  has 
given  lectures  at  Acomb,  Leeds,  Darlington,  Sheffield  and  at  the  Institute  of 
Archaeology,  London  University.

The  Society  has  lost  by  death  two  valued  members,  Lieut. -Col.  C.  H. 
Grey  and  Mr.  K.  E.  T.  Mhlkinson.  Col.  Grey  had  been  for  some  years  a  member 
of  the  Council  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Garden  Committee.  His  memorial 
will  be  the  gardens  which  he  founded  at  Harlow  Carr,  Harrogate,  and  which 
the  Northern  Horticultural  Society,  of  which  he  was  President,  sponsored. 
He  was  always  ready  to  advise  and  help  on  the  problems  of  the  Museum  Gardens, 
and  his  long  horticultural  experience  and  expert  knowledge  will  be  greatly 
missed. 

IMr.  K.  E.  T.  Wilkinson  had  served  for  many  years  on  the  Council  until 
he  retired  a  few  years  ago  to  make  room  for  the  younger  generation.  His 
services  to  all  the  causes  of  education  in  this  City  were  outstanding.  As 
Chairman  of  the  City  Education  Committee  and  of  the  Settlement  Adult 
Education  Centre,  no  one  was  more  htted  to  understand  the  relations  be i ween 
Museums  and  Education. 

Another  long-standing  member  of  the  Society,  Lieut. -Col.  W.  T.  C.  Huffam, 
has  also  died.  Under  his  Will  the  Society  will  receive  a  number  of  seats  for  the 
Gardens  in  memory  of  his  mother,  and  the  ladies  at  the  Wandesford  Hospital 
will  be  entitled  to  use  the  Gardens. 

The  reversion  to  the  old  scale  of  charges  of  entry  to  the  grounds  has 
increased  the  Society's  income  by  between  £500  and  £600,  and  the  estimated 
increase  of  /600  would  doubtless  have  been  reached  but  for  the  Railwav  strike 
in  June. 

But  rising  prices  have  again  told  against  the  Society.  The  staff 
wages  have  been  raised  to  a  level  reasonably  compatible  with  those  elsewhere. 
The  Members  should  perhaps  realise  that  the  Keeper  has  had  no  increase 
during  the  last  few  years,  and  in  fact  his  salary  is  25%  below  the  pre-war 
scale  paid  by  the  Societv,  though  comparable  salaries  have  risen  generally  by 
150%. 

This  increase  of  wages  has  been  met  by  reduction  in  staff.  Edward  Hall, 
who  has  been  with  the  Society  since  1910,  hrst  as  a  gardener  and  latterly  as 
an  attendant,  has  retired  on  a  pension.  The  Council  wish  him  many  years  of 
pleasant  retirement.  Ian  Stead,  who  was  in  the  Museum  for  a  few  months, 
has  gone  to  Cambridge  University,  and  John  Pallister,  who  has  been  in  the 
Museum  for  the  last  two  years,  has  been  called  up  for  National  Service. 

This  leaves  a  staff  of  one  lodge-keeper,  two  clerks,  two  cleaners  and  a 
handyman  and  a  temporary  attendant  in  the  Hospitium  during  the  summer. 

The  condition  of  the  Museum  fabric  is  causing  grave  concern  to  the  Council, 
and  the  Society  will  certainly  be  faced  with  very  heavy  expenditure  during 
the  coming  year  in  repairs  to  the  roof  and  stonework  of  the  building. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  our  Constitution  was  revised  to  maintain 
the  status  of  the  Society  as  a  Charity,  a  privilege  which  the  Society  has  held 
since  1844.  But  though  our  Constitution  has  passed  the  scrutiny  of  the  Charity 
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Commission,  the  practice  of  the  Society  has  failed  to  satisfy  the  Rating  Authori¬ 
ties  and  the  premises  have  been  assessed  at  £710.  This  will  probably  mean  an 
additional  annual  charge  of  about  £585. 

It  is  our  unpleasant  duty  to  warn  members  that  the  Society  is  faced  with 
most  serious  hnancial  difficulties  in  the  not  far  distant  future.

^Meteorology. — Statistics  of  Station :  Longitude  1°  5  ^  M7 ;  Latitude  53°  57 '  X. ; 
height  above  mean  sea  level,  56  feet. 

Rainfall.  Rain  or  snow  fell  to  the  amount  of  19.38  inches  as  against 
30.47  inches  for  the  year  1954,  a  decrease  of  11.09  inches  and  5.25  inches  below 
the  average  of  24.63  inches  for  the  preceding  50  years.  The  wettest  months 
were  December,  2.69  inches,  and  June,  2.37  inches.  The.  driest  months  were 
August,  0.59  inches,  and  July,  1.04  inches.  The  heaviest  fall  of  the  year  occurred 
on  19th  June  when  0.76  of  an  inch  was  recorded. 

Temperature.  Temperature  ranged  from  83°E.  on  14th,  16th  and  23rd 
July  to  15°F.  on  20th  Februar};";  the  range  of  temperature  for  1955  being  68°F. 
against  60°F.  for  1954.  The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  (mean  of  max. 
and  min.)  was  49.2°F.  against  48.8°F.  for  1954.  August,  64.8°F.,  and  July, 
64.4°F.,  gave  the  highest  means,  and  February  and  January  were  the  lowest 
with  34.3°F.  and  36.7°F.  respectively. 

Barometer .  A  mean  pressure  of  1015.1  millibars  (29.98  inches)  (1000 
millibars  =-  29.53  inches  of  mercury  at  M.S.L.  (Corrected  for  diurnal  variations)) 
has  been  recorded  as  against  1011.8  millibars  (29.88  inches)  for  1954.  April 
gave  the  highest  mean  with  1021.8  millibars  (30.17  inches)  and  Februar}^  the 
lowest  with  1005.5  millibars  (29.69  inches).  The  highest  reading  of  the  baro¬ 
meter  of  1038.7  millibars  (30.67  inches)  was  taken  on  16th  and  19th  November, 
and  the  lowest  978.0  millibars  (28.88  inches)  on  15th  December.  The  extreme 
range  was  therefore  60.7  millibars  (1.79  inches)  as  compared  with  76.4  millibars 
(2.25  inches)  in  1954.  All  readings  corrected  to  M.S.L. 

Winds.  Observations  of  winds  at  9  a.m.,  G.^M.T.,  show  that  during  1955 
“strong”  winds  (force  4-8  Beaufort  Scale)  were  recorded  on  62  days  against 
87  days  in  1954.  The  winds  observed  were  N.W.  83;  W.  55;  S.  53;  S.W.  49; 
N.E.  39;  S.E.  37;  N.  33;  E.  16. 

Thunder,  Snow  and  Hail.  Thunder  was  heard  on  8  days  against  13  da^^s 
in  1954;  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  31  days  against  14  days,  and  hail  was  recorded 
on  5  days  against  1  day  the  previous  year. 

Sunshine.  Sunshine,  recorded  at  Bootham  School,  amounted  to  1610.7 
hours  as  against  1141.0  hours  in  1954,  an  increase  of  469.7  hours  and  according 
to  available  records  was  the  sunniest  year  since  1884.
